THOUSANDS OF SERBS PERISH IN 
THE MOUNTAINS,

Refusing to Accept German Rule, 
Old Men, Women and Children 
Leave Homes and Their Sufferings

LONDON, Dec. 20, 2:50 a.m—"A 
half-million refugees fled from 
Serbia. says the Times Saloniki cor- 
respondent, “preferring the horrible 
alternative of a winter flight into 
snow-covered mountains to submis- 
sion to the Germans. Little has been 
learned of their fate. but it is only 
teo likely that many usands 
perished of cold or starvation, or. 
were devoured by wolves. 

“When the converging Teutonic and 
Bulgarian armies swept over old 
Serbia. most of thé Serbian 
not of fighting age. betook themselves 
to the roads, while the women and 
children remained in their homes. 
Some 750,000 refugees thus assembled 
on the plain of Kosova on the way 
to Albania and Montenegro. Of 
these, a quarter of a million were 
persuaded to accept the authority of 
the Austro-Germans; the others fied. 
Persons who saw the refugees enter- 
ing the Albanian and Montenegrin 
passes state that they were then sub- 
sisting chiefly upon the flesh of dead 
animals.

“If ever their suffering is told, the 
story will surpass in horror that of 
the Napoleonic retreat from Moscow. 
Ten thousand refugees, who reached 
the Province of Saloniki, are being 
well cared for by the British relief 
and the American commis. 
sions. Many of them are employed 
digging trenches for the allies around 
Saloniki.

ART TREASURES 
HOPELESS WRECK 


Bombs do Immense Damage 
to the City of Venice. 


Historic Old Church of Scalzi 
is Now in Ruins. 


Priceless Paintings of Old 
Masters Destroyed. 

[A. P, FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE.) 

VENICE (Italy) Dec. An op- 
portunity to see the destructive effect 
of the bomb raids on Venice was given 
today to the Associated Press, when 
an inspection under official escort was 
made of the havoc and ruin in the 
famous old church of the Scalzi, one 
of the art monuments of the world, 
now a wreck with its roof blown off, 
its massive walis tottering, and the 
famous ceiling fresco by Tiepolo, 
valued at a million franca, lying in 
heaps of rubbish in the ruins of the 
building. There have been three bomb 
raids on Venice, but this was .the 
worst, and the historic church bore 
the full brunt of it. 
Approaching the massive edifice one 
sees a gaping hole in the roof, extend- 
ing from front to rear. The facade, 
fronting the Grand Canal, ls intact, 
and three sculptured figures standing 
along the cornice remain untouched. 
But pack of the figures the roof sages 
away in a curved line downward and 
then up again to the rear wall, as 
though some giant hand had reached 
down and torn out the whole top of 
the church, leaving only the front and 
the rickety side walls still intact. 
Workmen can be seen high adove 
beginning the work of salvage and 
repair, and heavy timbers are being 
laced across the gaping hole left by 
the bomb. 

Entering the historic church a scene 
of havoc and ruin is presented— 
twisted beams and arches, panels and 
columns of alabaster crushed into bits 
and lying around in heaps, the richly- 
carved pulpit blown to pieces with 
only a faint outline of its former 
wonders remaining, and above, the 
roof wide open to the sky, with the 
wonderful frescos of Tiepolo dumped 
in huge masses of debris on the stone 
pavement. Faint edges of the grand 
old frescos still cling to the side walls. 
giving some idea of the bea: des of 
the work torn away. Six enormous 
arches spanned the edifice, meeting in 
the middle, and giving an intervening 
space for these frescos. Not a vestige 
remains of the main subjects, the vis‘t 
of the Virgin to Loretto, containing 
hundreds of biblical and allegorical 
figures, the ragged edges showing only 
cloud effects and the background with 
a few figures. The high altar, with 
spiral alabaster columns and rich 
decorations, is not touched, and an- 
other curious feature is that the elec- 
tric candles circling the church are 
undisturbed, the electric bulbs shin- 
ing as brightly as ever. But with these 
two exceptions—the hich altar far in 
the rear, and the circling candles 
everything is a ruin. frescoed celling, 
inlaid marble sidewalls, sculptures, 
confessionals, memorial tablets, bap- 
tistry and marble mosaic pavement— 
all lying about in fragments. 

NOON-DAY RAID. 


It was about 11 o'clock in the morn- 
ing when the explosion occurred. This 
wae the busy hour, when the gondolas 
were crowding the Grand Canal, and 
the Venetians were shopping and 
marketing. Suddenly a single mono- 
Plane was seen in the northern sky, 
coming from the direction of the Aus- 
trian frontier. It was flying very 
high—about 2500 meters. People at 
first did not recognize this speck as 
an enemy bent on destruction. Soon, 
however, the steam siren at the Ar- 
senal gave a long wall—the stenal of 
warning—and the people scattered to 
cellars and any available cover. The 
aeroplane was now in full view, head- 
ing straight for the big railway sta- 
tion of Venice. the center of a net- 
work of railway connections. Just 
above the station the aeroplane begar 
to circle round and round. Clearly 
it was going to bomb the station. But 
at 2500 meters heisht the aim is not 
good, and besides there was mist add- 
ing to the difficulties of a sure shot. 
Down came the bomb—people could 
see it fall—but instead of the station 
it struck squere on top of the famous 
It did not explode im- 
mediately as it struck the roof. In- 
stead, it made a clean hole through 
the roof, and then, shooting down- 
wards, exploded just above and in 
front of the pulpit. 

This internal explosion is what 
caused the terrible destruction, as be- 
sides the flying fragments of the bomb 
and its shrapnel contents, the sud- 
den expansion of air in the confined 
interior of the church literally lifted 
the roof from the supporting walls 
and blew it skyward. One side of the 
roof was bent over to the right, the 
other to the left, beams.and arches 
crashing upward and over, while, 
masses of debris sett'ed down between 
the walls. The frescoed ceiling had 
@sappeared in an instant. Particles 
of the bomb dug deep into the alabas. 
ter facing the walls, cracking and 
wrenching the marble pillars and side 
walls from floor to roof. Even the 
marble floor, made of huge slabs 
formed in mosaics, was torn up in 
chunks. One huge slab of the floor 
covered the tomb of some of the fa- 
mous Venetians of olden days, 
this was wrenched out, exposing the 
tomb below. The explosion occurred 
when the church was deserted, so that 
no loss of life resulted. 

LOSS IRREPARABLE. 

To the art world the damage to the 
‘famous old church is an irreparable 
loss. Everywhere it was known as 
the type of the Venetian baroque style, 
and next to the church of Santa Maria 
was the best example of this style in 
the world. The fresco by Tiepolo, 
covering the entire ceiling, was, of 
course. the greatest loss, as next to 
Titlan, Tintoretto and Paul Veronese, 
Tiepolo was accepted as the greatest 
of descriptive painters. and the last 
of the older schoo! of famous Venetian 
masters. The destroyed fresco was his 
most representative work, and prob- 
ably the largest. After nearly 300 
years, the painting was in an excel- 
lent state of preservation. the vividness 
of the coloring and the great number 
of figures in the ‘colossal work— 
nearly 100 feet across—giving it a 
special interest and value to the art 
world. 

Only by chance, too, is it Tiepolo’s 
work that is destroyed instead of 
Titian's or Tintoretto’s, for these mas- 
ters are similarly represented on the 
cellings and walls of many of the 
churches and historic monuments of 
Venice, and while paintings can be 


coed ceilings must stay to take the 
chance of bombs. Ruskin, in his 
Stones of Venice, says Titian and Paul 
Veronese can be judged only by the 
cellings of Venice. The sculptures and 
carvings of the high altar are by an- 
other Venetian master, Posto, but 
these escaped serious damage. 

Besides the destruction of the Scalzi 
Church, the chief effect of the bomb 
raids has been near the Arsenal. It 
is clear that the chief purpose of the 
raids is to reach the Arsenal and the 
railway station, the former being the 
chief defensive work of Venice with 
large stores of ammunition, while the 
railway station is a junction for many 
lines for strategic military movements 
toward the frontier. The bombs thus 
far have fallen outside the Arsenal, in 


streets and riddling the houses but 
not causing much loss of life. The 
canals are everywhere, and many, of 
the bombs have fallen in the water. 
The nearest approach to the famous 
Campanile and Doges’ Palace was a 
bomb which fell midway between the 
column bearing the winged lion of 
San Marco and the column of San 
Theodoro, both on the Piatzza San 
Marco, but this bomb did not ex- 
plode. Another bomb fell! in the Grand 
Canal just in front of the Doges’ 
Palace. Both of these bombs, which 
fortunately were harmless, struck 
within a hundred yards of the most 
famous monuments in Europe.

STUDY “FUTURE” 
IN UNITED STATES.

the munitions act has been drafted to 
3 complaints that provisions ot the 
original act are unjust. Serious labor 
troubles are threatened unless reforms 
are brought about, the sense of griev- 
ance among munition workers in Scot- 
land, particularly, having become al- 
most as bitter as it can be without a 
revolt. 

Under the original act, it is neces- 
sary for men who leave the govern- 
ment-controlied factories to get cer- 
tiflcates from their employers before 
they can obtafy work elsewhere, 
Many employers have refused to grant 
such certificates to men they have 
dismissed. A proposed amendment 
makes it obligatory for the employer 
to furnish certificates even to dis- 
charged men and it also forbids him 
to indorse on the paper the offenses 
that caused the discharge. It is ex- 
pected this change will do much to 
conciliate the complaining workers. 

A second amendment extends the 


| 4pplication of the act. It states that 


munition work, for the purposes of 
the act, shal) include not aie all di- 
rect work on munitions, but all sub- 
sidiary work such as building and re- 
pair work on munitions factories, the 
supply of light and power for the 
manufacture of munitions, and the 
manufacture of machine and raw 
material for munitions. us prac- 
tically all war work for the govern- 
ment and all the working people em- 
ployed in it come under government 
control, which means the employees 
lose the right to strike and even the 
right to leave a job voluntarily.

The labor leaders ask that em- 
ployers and workers be given two rep- 
resentatives each, and the decision go 
to the majority of the five votes, the 
accused reserving the right to appeal 
to the courts. They also ask that 
when a workman is tried for negiéct 
of duty and acquitted that he be paid 
for the time spent in court. 
Standardization of wages and work- 
ing conditions is also asked as the 
proper coro'lary of the measure de- 
priving the workman of the right to 
strike or leave his job. This wil be 
considered when the bill is brought 
up in Parliament. 

There is also discussion of the prop- 
osition of giving women representa- 
tion on the tribunal on account of the 
large number of women workers em- 
Ploved. in munitions factories. 

Mr. Lloyd George, the Minister of 
Munitions, has recently circularized a 
letter to the effect that the best pos- 
sible use is not being made of either 
machinery or labor in government- 
controlled establishments. He finds 
that there is too large a proportion of 
ski'led men employed in proportion 
to the semi-skilled or unskilled, while 
in some districts night shifts are not 
properly organized. 

Employers are requested to furnish 
detailed information as to the assign- 
ment of their skilled labor and to 
take steps to replace skilled men with 
unskilled men or women wherever 
possible, so as to use the skil'ed work- 
ers as foreman for increased work. 
In a subsequent letter Lloyd 
George says he intends to form a new 
set of rules governing the employ- 
ment and wages of women. The oues- 
tion of pay of women and unskilled 
men has been difficult to solve on ac-

CANARY BIRD 
BREEDERS QUIT.

Old Capital gf Lorraine is 
Scene of Peace. 


KA. r. FOREIGN 

NANCY (France) Dee 6.— Nancy. 
the old capital of the Duchy of Lor- 
raine, had for more than two score 
of years the hazardous privilege of 
occupying a front seat in the theater 
of a probable war. “Targets for 
cannon,” the conscripts sent to Nancy 
were called. It was here the “iron 
division” of the famous ntieth 
Army Corps was stationed with the 
Twenty-sixth Brigade of Cavalry. not 
to undertake the supposedly impos- 
sible task of saving Nancy, but to 
receive and deaden the first shock. 

The story has been told of the 
French officer, who, anticipating war 
in June of last year, sold his little 
country property near Nancy, bought 
a Villa in Belgium and congratulated 


himself that his family would be far 
outside the vortex. 
While the stout fortress of Namur 


12 crumbling under the blows of 


the heavy German guns, unfortified 
Nancy, defended by Castelnau, proved 
impregnable. The French officer’s 
family fled to France with Belgian 
refugees at the same time that Em- 
peror William, who. with 10,000 
cavairy of the guard had awaited the 
moment for this triumphal entry into 
Nancy, turned back toward Metz. As 
to the purchaser of the officer’s coun- 
try place, he has not seen a German 
soldier, and since August 24, 1914, 
the sound of the cannon has been 
growing fainter and less frequent in 
his ears. It is only when the wind 
is right that Nancy hears it. 

Only once did the German artillery 
get close enough under Cover of night 
to bombard the city: then it did less 
damage than the dozen visits of Ger- 
man aeroplanes and Zeppelins. 
Nearly every one of those visits was 
tragic because every one wanted to 
see the aircraft. The two children 
and wife of a barber in the Rue Saint- 
Jean stepped to the door to get a 
look at a Taube one morning: all 
three were killed together with four 
other persons, 
caped without a scratch. Four peo- 
ple were killed by a bomb that fel! 
under the windows of the prefecture. 

The second attempt of the Ger- 
mans to bombard Nancy with their 
heavy guns is still the talk of Nancy. 
One of the 15-inch long-range 
naval pieces, put in position near 
Chateau Salins (Salzburg,) to send 
into Nancy the same destruction that 
they had hurled into Dunkirk, was 
discovered by air scouts. The French 
advanced their heavy artillery to easy 
range and destroyed the big gun and 
its. foundation before it had fired a 
single shot, according to the report. 

Nancy appears today to be any- 
thing but a military quarters. 
Only a few soldiers on leave, a few 
convalescent wounded and /officers on 
various missions give it the semblance 
of a garrison town. The soldiers’ | 
quarters in the barracks are occu- 
pied by a thousand or so of. families’ 
and debris of families from different | 
partg of Lorraine, awaiting the mo- 
ment to return home. Among them 
are eighty-four children called “the 
orphans of Pont-a-Mousson,” de- 
cause their parents have remained in 
the little town shelled recently for 
the 178th time. The women of this 
colony of exiles, take their part 
in the work of national defense by 
turning out 600,000 trench sacks, work 
at which they can earn 40 cents a 
day besides their board and lodging. 
It is rather coarse work for some ot 
them, expert in the finest embroidery. 

Nancy's industrial, commercial and 
educational life has gone on uninter- 
rupted and modified only by difficul- 
ties of fuel and transportation. 

The medical college, law school and 
other branches of the university have 
not missed a day of their regular 
terms and the public schools were 
never closed.

And as 
an evangelist he soon became known 
throughout the South and the East as 
a pulpit orator. He also held pas- 
torates of some of the largest 
churches in Texas, Tennessee and 
Georgia, as well as in the East. 

IN CHOSEN CHURCH. 

About twelve years ago he joined 
the Pentecostal Church of the Naza- 
rene and, coming to California ten 
years ago, founded the church at Long 


Beach. ter he accepted the 
torate of the Upland church, which 
was a ling congregation of a

handful of members. He built it up 
until now it is one of the strongest 
churches in the district. He also 
served as pastor of the First Naza- 
rene Church of Pasadena. At the 
time of his death he was vice-presi- 
dent of the board of directors of the 
Nazarene University. 

Had Mr. Wilson lived until Wednes- 
day he would have celebrated his for- 
ty-ninth birthday. He was born in 
Hopkins county, Kentucky, near 
Madisonville, on December 22, 1866. 
Soon after securing his first pastorate 
he married Miss Eliza Jones, who 
lived only a few years. He was again 
married in Paducah, Ky., twenty 
years ago to Miss Sarah Ragsdale of 
Illinois, who survives him. Besides 
his widow he leaves three children by 
his first wife and four by the last 
marriage.

His daughter, Mrs. Bertha III 
lenus of Illinois is also a Nazarene 
evangelist, as is her husband. Mrs.

SMUDGE POT MAY BANISH 
GREAT PEST OF LOCUSTS. 


lowly smudge pot, a strictly 
California product, may be the 
means of saving millions of dol- 
lars annually to the farmers of Ar- 
gentina, according to Alfred Benitz, 
late Mayor of Las Rosas, in that coun- 
try, a director in the Argentina Rurale 
Association and the owner of a 48,000- 
«ere ranch. Mr. Benitz, who is at the 
Lankershim with his wife, is studying 
the smudge pot and, its possibilities 
with a view to combating the locust 
plague, which he states is the great- 
est obstacle between the Argentina 
farmers and great success. 

According to Mr. Benitz, the ravages 
of the locusts are annually becom- 
ing more severe. The pests, travel- 
ing before the wind, devastate thou- 
sands of acres during their annual 
three-month visit. Corn fields, or- 
chards, trees, flowers — in fact any 
green plant and even the curtains on 
the windows and cloths drying on a 
line—are destroyed over night and the 
locusts move on the next day to a 
different locality. 

The locusts are known as the seven- 
year species. They appear annually 
for seven years and then for two or 
three years desert the country. Ac 
cording to Mr. Benitz they made their 
appearance this vear in greater num- 
pers than ever. Discussing the plague 
he said: “The locusts came in a 
auge cloud from the north, millions of 
them. We could see them for miles. 
They were fully grown, some three 
and one-half to five inches in length, 
and the hum of their wings in the 
distance sounded like a gigantic dyna- 
mo. They settled on the country and 
what had been a growing field of corn 
was in a few hours but a devastated 
area, and oh, what a smell! 

“The greatest damage, however, ts

The young locusts, unable to fly for 
the first six weeks, attack vegetable 
gardens and we suffer on that ac- 
count. 

“The government spends millions 
of dollars annually trying to protect 
the farmers and various schemes have 
been tried in vain.

We have tried to 
destroy their eggs by setting fire to 
the grass. Scientists have tried to 
innoculate them with a disease that 
would wipe them out, but the plan 
that worked so well with the

ment is ready for desperate methods. 

“At one time negotiations were en- 
tered into with Marconi, who said 
he could remedy the condition by 
clearing a zone far to the north and 
killing the pests with electricity as 
they flew through the charged area 
en route to Argentina to lay their 
eggs. The negotiations failed be- 
cause of the fabulous price demanded 
by Marconi, half of which was to be 
paid in advance. 

“IT believe in the smudge pot I have 
found a remedy that will prove effec- 
tive. We manage to protect limited 
areas by building bonfires around 
them while the locusts are in the vi- 
cinity and I have noticed the insects 
keep away, even from the smoke. 
While here I intend to gather data 
regarding methods of smudging, and 
plan to purchase enough smudge 
pots to give them a fair tryout on 
my ranch at Las Rosas.” 

Mr. Benitz is a former Californian. 
He went to Argentina in 1874 and 
has ranches in the States of Santa 
Fe and Cordova. He has been in the 
East several weeks.

Russia’s Woes. 
(continued from First Page.) 


Russian friends denied they had even 
been defending Przemysi, but I saw 
Perhaps they were as- 
signed to some other Ruseian fortress. 
I do not know. But they certainly 
participated at Praemys! 

- “We had no sooner arrived in Mos- 
cow than news of the German ad- 
vances began to pour in. This news 
was strictly censored, and minimized, 
but the effect of the.defeats could not 
be hidden from the citizens. Wound- 
ed. soldiers next came in. They all 
told one story. It was beyond the 
power of the human body to withstand 
the German artillery. One officer de- 
clared that at one point, forty miies 
of trenches had been automatically 
turned into an inferno by a concerted 
artillery fire. Not one inch of ground 
had been left uncovered by German 
shells. 

“In all Russia there are only two 
banks that are not controlled by Ger- 
man interests Seventy-five per cent, 
of the manufacturies are German. 
The power of Teutonic influence is ab- 
solute. What Russian industries do 
remain are not given a chance by the 
imperial government, it would seem. 
Shrapnel is bought in the United 
States for double the price asked by 
the home industries. And at that, 
American manufacturers receive the 


orders. 
RIOTING AT MOSCOW. 
“The Russians had been digesting 
this apparent graft ever since the 
outbreak of hostilities and discontent 
had been fermenting. o it was not 
surprising to an observer who knew 
the inside workings that this discon- 
tent suddenly flamed out in Moscow 
the latter part of last June. One of 
the most terrible riots in the his- 
tory of the empire occu at that 
time. The infuriated citizens started 
by destroying the German manu- 
facturing plants. The troops were 
Called out to disperse the mob, but 
they rebelled, and instead of policing 
the city joined the increasing throng 
of rioters. 7 

“When the German element had. 
been thoroughly mobbed, and even 
killed in some inetances, the biocod- 
thirsty crowd started in on every resi- 
dent who happened to have a foreign 
name... French, English and Italian 
citizens were treated the same as 
Austrian, German and Turkish. It 
was terrible. Before order was re- 
stored and the crowd quieted, thou- 
sands of dollars of been 
done. 

“I know what happened to Mos- 
cow, because I was there. I heard 
from other channels that the out- 
break had been general. It was an 
expression by the people against the 
foreigners, Who are making money 
out of Russia’s adversity. 

“Grand Duke Nicholas is a man in 
every sense of the word. Until his 
apparent demotion he ruled the 
armies with an tron hand ahd abol- 
ished giaft wherever it was found. 
At one time it became known abso- 
lutely, to him, that 1000 ammunition 
wagons, filled with sheils, cartridges 
and supplies, went direct from the 
government arsenal at Libau to the 
German Unes. A court-martial was 
instituted, and twenty-seven Russian 
officers, including several generals, 
colonels and captains, were publicly 
hanged. It was shortly after this act 
of authority by the Grand Duke that 
he was traneferred. It appeared as 
if underground currents had com- 
pelled the government to do away 
with a strong man who was trying 
to create efficiency and loyalty from 


‘chaos. 
BRITAIN DISTRUSTED. 

“Throughout Russia the distrust of 
Bagiand is growing dally. This dis- 
trust is based on the thought that 
England is not at all sincere regard- 
ing the Dirdanelies. Russia its pri- 
marily in this war to obtain a Warm- 
water port, and must have the Dar- 
danelics. That is all she is fighting 
for. Mvery Ruasian is beginning to 
believe that after this war Russia 
will have to fight England to get 
this prize. At present they are con- 
tent to let matters rest, allowing 
the English to aid them in beating 
the Turk. 

“But if this expected’ future war 
does come, England must look out. I 
am an Englishman in every drop of 
my blood. But I know Russia and 
her resources When the Ruaso- 
Japanese war broke out, Russia was 
in a fearful condition. Sue has im- 
proved since that time, This war 
will wake her up more. Right now 
she is reconstructing her entire mil- 
itary and economic system. ‘The peo- 
ple are demanding their rights. The 

is at last coming to life. And 
when she does fully awaken, Russia 
— the most powerful nation on 
art 


“There is no better fighter alive 
than the Russian peasant. Give him 
a rifie, a pair of boots overcoat, 
pants and cap. nothing else, and he 
will give fight through the coldest 
winter. They are magnificent physi- 
cal specimens. And when their men- 
— develops they will be uabeat- 
able. 

“Right now Russia is busy collect- 
Ing munitions for the greatest army 
in the world. Their officers have 
firured it will take two years more to 
whip Germany. They are preparing 
slowly and methodically for that 
time. They know Rossa enn never 
be conquered. At present there is no 
better artillery than that possessed 
by the Germans ana Austrians. But 
Russia is making guns as powerful, 
which, backed by an army of 14,- 
000,000 men-she is training, ts ex- 
pected to sweep everything before It. 

“England must wake up. Her pro- 
fessional men have answered the call. 
The aristocracy ts at the front. But 
the laboring class sits at home and 
talks pifle, hiding behind their 
moth-eaten labor untons. If, after 
this war, England refuses to give up 
the Dardanelles, she must be thor- 
oughly alive to her peril, or else she 
will lose all she is endeavoring to 
keep from Germany.”

KNOW GOD'S HEART ONLY WHEN WE 
HAVE GONE WITH OUR LORD 
INTO THE GARDEN. 

“Into the Garden” was the subject 
of the morning sermon by Dr. William 
Horace Day yesterday at the First 
Congregational Church. It concerned 
those scenes in the Garden of Geth- 
semane that marked the last days be- 
fore the crucifixion when Jesus's dis- 
ciples failed Him in that hour of His 
need of sympathy. It was a sermon of 
peculiar comfort and inspiration to 
every man who faces his own Garden 
of Gethsemane—lied there by the Mas- 
ter to test his love and loyaity—his 
ability to “watch one little hour,” to 
learn to think with Him. 

Dr. Day said, in part: 

“He took His disciples into the gar- 
den, saying, ‘Abide ye here and watch 
with me.” If was not much that He 
asked— Could ye not watch with me 
one hour?’ They had already borne 
4 great deal. The intense excitement 
and activity of Passion Week had 
drawn upon their strength. He was not 
anmindful of what they had done, but 
He desired at their hands one single, 
hard, exhausting hqur more. ‘Abide 
ye here and watch.’ They failed Him. 
He was compelled to go into the un- 
lighted darkness and agony to meet 
the awful shadow and the cry of the 
world’e sorrow alone, because His dis- 
ciples would not give the additional! 
hour; and they failed Him for exactly 
the same reason we fail. Him—con- 
sideration of personal comfort, insig- 
nificant self-indulgence. He led them 
into the garden and asked them to 
abide with Him and watch because: 
“It was His baptism of fire—His 
terrible hour. ‘How am I straitened 
until it be accomplished.’ He had (old 
them. He needed their sympathy-— 
chat they should suffer with Him. His 
soul was ‘exceeding sorrowful even 
unto death.“ He wanted their help 
just as we need the heir of our toved 


‘ones. He still more needed their un- 


derstanding. How hard it is for us 
to understand one another, those who 
are nearest and dearest to us often 
realize that we cannot understand. 
Thie scene in the garden is another 
revelation of God. The world has tried 
to be content with the unruffled, pas- 
sionless, static God of the Orient. 
Jesus revealed Him as person and 
friend, the Father who yearns over the 
boy in the Far Country, who provides 
for the slaying of the lamb from the 
foundation of the world, that the 
children He loves, for whom He suf- 
fers. with whom He sympathizes, that 
those children may ultimately be 
brought to know Him and to love 
Him. 

“We understand God's compassion- 
ate heart only when we have gone with 
the Lord into the garden. We enter 
into His redeeming purpose and be- 
come ministers of ~ reconciliation, 
Aich is the highest function a human. 
soul can perform only as we abide and 
watch in the garden. The Infinite 
God needs the sympathy, the under- 
standing and the love of Hie children. 
He led them into the garden to abide 
there and watch with Him because: 
“The compassionate Christ did not 
love to see his friends suffer. He 
would cause them no neediess pain, 


but He knew that without pain there 
is no galg. He desires no light, care- 
less discipleship, but intelligent, sacri- 
ficial following in Hise way.

NO „ AI MUCH OF THE LOVE OF 
S WHO DOES NOT HELP 
TO COMFORT OTHERS. 

“Inasmuch” was the theme of a 
sermon by Dr. John Albert Eby in the 
First United Brethren Church yes- 
terday. His text was from Matthew 
xxv:40: “Inasmuch as ye have done 
unto one of the least of these, my 
brethren, ye have done it unto Me.” 
He said, in part: 

“Last Sunday we talked about the 
burdens of the poor. Today we will 
think of the burden of those who are 
more fortunate. The fact that we may 
be in no special way responsible for 
poverty, misfortune and sickness or 
even for crime does not excuse us 
from the duty of relieving the gut- 
fering resulting therefrom. ; 

“Did you notice that Jesus has a 
very surprising way of putting the 
matter. He surprises the legalist and 
the theologian by summing up the 
final goodness as being an unselfish 
service to one's fellows. 

“Now that does not say that a 
faith in certain tenents of doctrine 
and the practice of our religious cere- 
monies are not of value. Jesus put 
the highest emphasis on the strict ob- 
servance of all of these. He prayed 
and went to church and observed the 
religious feasts. But those were all 
Selfish in a way. But when He saw 
the condition of the poor and the de- 
formed in body and soul, when He 
looked upon the sad condition of the 
unchurched and of the sinful, His 
heart went out to them in an infinite 
pity and compassion. | 

“That was one of the fruits of His 
religious life. It was the earthly 
fruit. If He had not been truly re- 
ligious He would have been selfish and 
hard of heart toward the suffering 
of others. Jesus could not find time 
to rest for the crush ot the suffering 
whom He simpiy must heal. 

“Another surprising thing is that 
He put food first. ‘I was an hungered 
and ye gave me to eat.’ 
eating have to do with religion? Well, 
it had a lot to do with it when there 
were 6000 hungry people and only 
a few loaves and fish to feed them. 
Jesus stopped the religious service and 
began to feed folka. 

“The church is feeding many thous- 
ands these days. In no land are the 
hungry fed by the hand of love ex- 
cept those countries where the light 
of the cross has shone. 

“Shame on a school or a lodge or 
a so-called church that will cull out 
of Christmas songs any reference to 
Jesus. He is the property of all the 
world. No company of self-righteous 
pharisees can lay claim, exclusive, to 
Him. Let Jew and Gentile, Catholic 
and Protestant, bond and free, ail the 
world’s peoples have a chance at the 
Christ of Bethlehem. 

“He is the Savior of the poor in 
a very special sense. He means more 
to the unfortunate nan w fortuuate, 
more to the sinner than the saint, 
more to the sick than to the healthy 
and strong. 

“No man has much of the love of 
Jesus who does not help to feea ‘the 
hungry. Food and true religion live 
in the same house, One reason why 
the world is not more religious is be- 
cause it is too hungry. Give them 
drink. That any one can do. Pen 
a cup of cold water has its reward 
when done in the name of Jesus. 

“IT imagine that He named these 
material things not because they were 
most important, but because they were 
of the least. Hospitality toward the 
poor and the unfortunate, and even 
the criminal, are marke that the real 
Christian must have. Then we must 
visit the sick. But to visit you must 
go, yourself. Ah, that is the rub with 
thousands of Christians. Selfishness 
has sewed up tight the hearts of mil- 
lions of Christians, who e hard of 
heart and seared of conscience, be- 
cause they have never had their hearts 
touched by sympathy. 

“But the final and highest test of 
true Christianity is that of the last 
statement of Jesus, ‘I was in prison 
and ye visited me.“ Those in the hos- 
pital have lost their health and we 
pity them, and some of us minister to 
them. But those in prison have lost 
their good name and some have lost 
even their character. Do we visit 
them? A Christian that has not 
visited a prieoner for a twelve-month 
to cheer and help him should repent 
of hia indifference and start out to- 
day to find a prison end a needy soul.”

FRANCE SINNED AGAINST HERSELF 
MOST WHEN SHE DROVE OUT 

THE HUGUENOTS. 

In a sermon on “Lessons from the 
Struggles of the Huguenots,” at the 
First Unitarian Church yesterday, 
Rev. E. Stanton Hodgin said in part: 

“During the seventeenth century 
there was a4 greater exodus from 
France than from any nation tn Eu- 
rope. These emigrants were the Hu- 
guenots, who were outlawed at. home 
on account of their independence of 
thought, their liberty-loving propen- 
sities and their determination to be 
true to their own convictions. They 
took up their residences in any coun- 
try that would receive them—in Switz- 
erland, Germany, Holland, England 
and in all the English colonies of 
America. 

“The reason none of them came to 
the French colonies of America was 
because they were not permitted to 
do so. There is where France com: 
mitted colonial suicide; committed a 
tragedy against herself. When 
France drove out the Huguenots and 
would allow them no place in her do- 
main, she literally tore out her own 
soul and handed it over to her 
enemies. To their credit they re- 
ceived it gladly, nourished it and made 
the most of it. Never did a nation 
make a more priceless gift to her 
enemies than did France, unintention- 
al as it was. These Huguenots were 
in most respects the very salt of the 
earth; they were the leaders of their 
time in skill and ingenuity, in all the 
arts of industrial and commercial life. 
in intelligence and in morals. They 
brought to the nations who received 
them renewal of life, commercially, 
industrially, intellectually and moral- 


y. 

The Huguenots made no attempt to 
maintain their own identity, but as- 
similated readily amd quickly with the 
peoples around them. It would be as 
difficult to segregate the Huguenot 
blood today and identify it as it would 
be to separate out and identify the 
leaven in a loaf of bread after it has 
been baked.

Moses and Ezra and Luke 
and Paul would have been replaced by 
other men with other scenes and 
stories. Because certain. people were 
what they were, Jesus said He spoke 
to them in parables. ecause certain 
other BE pes cared to ask, Jesus ex- 
plain some parables. Other situa- 
tions woald have given other teach- 
ings. The Bible was determined by 
its world. 

“Remember, I said different. I dia 
not say greater or better. In a sense 
the Bible is an ‘deal of the great God. 
It is His ideal that His Bible should 
be determined by its world. That it is 
so earthy is the puzzle even of the 
saints. But it is nevertheless the wis- 
dom of God. As He took not on Him 
the nature of angels in Jesus Christ, 
80 He wrote with the fingers of men 
in His Bible. The vernacular of the 
skies might be folly in the dust. No 
great man teaches Euclid to the 
babies, — 

“Greatness makes the best of what 


great and as good as any possible 
Bible of all the eternities. That the 
world has made such use of it is a 
good sign that God was doing His 
wisest and best in its making. 

1 have often found tt well to say 
the parables were no compliment to 
the human race. They assumed the 
Kindergarten. With ears to hear and 
eyes to see men neither saw. nor heard. 
So the best that might be they were 
given. That it was kindergarten talk 
was the warrant it was great talk. 
And so men called the Taiker, Mas- 
ter, And so men came to worship the 
Talker, and said that He was God. 
—<— was He, He could be nothing 


“One modern word for greatness is 
science. To be unscientifle is to be 
out of court. Did you ever notice how 
exactly and completely this parable 
of the tares, for illustration, meets all 
demands? The field is the world. No 
corner of the planet is left unmapped. 
The good seeds are the good people. 
The tares are the bad people. There 
are no other people. The sower of 
good people is the Son of Man. The 
enemy that sowed tares is the devil. 
There is no other sower. The har-. 
vest fs the end of the world. The 
reapers are the angels. The tares are 
bundled to turn. The wheat is gath- 
ered to the barn. The wicked come 
to wailing. The righteous shine forth 
as the sun. Every factor of the case 
is accounted for and we have a philo- 
sophy of human life. 

“I cannot prove that the confessed- 
ly master mind of all the centurtes did 
not know all worlds, and that there 
may be angels, and a devil, and a 
Father in heaven. If His science 
should simply turn out larger than 
mine I have no word to say.

) HAT ARE THEY FIGHTING FOR? 
Germany has in her possession almost 

the whole of Beigium and Poland, and large 
tracts in France, Russia and Serbia, wulle 
the allies as yet have secured no Toot of 
German soil. 

Therefore it is that the German papers 
are filled with peace talk. An irreverent 
scribe says that Germany is in the position 
of a poker player who, having had a run 
of luck and won most of the chips of the 
other players, is now afflicted with cold feet 
and wants to cash his chips and go home 
to his wife. ; : 

‘His own party has attacked the Imperial 
Chancellor for not formulating the terms of 
peace that Germany will demand. The Na- 
tional Liberal party fs, however, quite ex- 


plicit. Its Central Committee declares “that | 
the results of the present war can only be a 


peace which, by means of extensions of our 
borders on the east, west, and overseas, 
safeguards us from renewed attacks, either 
military, political, or economic, and repays 
the enormous sacrifices which the German 
people have made heretofore and are deter- 
mined to make until the victorious end 
comes. e Central Committee will stand 
solidiy.with the entire party against any 
government that does not pursue this end 
with rigid firmness.” 

The Hamburger Fremdenbiatt takes the 
Imperial Chancellor to task for not being 
sufficiently explicit in stating that Germany 
was fighting for “a peace that woul insure 
for her and her allies that firm ‘safeguard 
that Germany needs for a lasting peace and 
for the development of her national des- 
. “Under those words,” says the 
Fremdenblatt, one may have in mind very 
different things.” The editor wants the gov- 
ernment to say in upright and downright 
Dutch, “We are striving for an extension’ of 
our borders.” 

The Hamburger Nachrichten says that 
the people now demand the right “to know 
for what they are making such gigantic sac 
rifices.” 

The Berlin Germania says: “The terrible 
sacrifices which the war has imposed upon 
our people demand increased protection of 
our territory in the east and west which 
will make it impossible for a foreign enemy 
to fall upon us again, and which for all time 
will secure the economic necessities of our 
increasing population.” 


Dr. Von Bethmann-Hollweg, the Imperial 
German Chancellor, more candid than the 


Bertin Germania, states plainly the nature 


of the “increased protection of territory” re- 
quired and how the “economic necessities” 
of the population are to be “secured.” He 
demands as a condition of peace the cession 
of Courland, the cession of Belgium and the 
Meuse line, and the payment of an indem- 
nity of $7,500,000,000. 

Each side in the great conflict asserts 
itself to be victor and demands that the 


other side sue for peace, and the other side 


will, not in the least concede that it is van- 


quished or is likely to be. Each side de- 


clines to “leave the realm of rh cal gen- 
eralities” and say under what specifie con- 
ditions it is prepared to end the war. As 
it now appears the war will end only with 
the complete exhaustion of all belligerents. 


NTERNATIONAL JUDICATURE. 

Senator Henri La Fontaine of Belgium, 
professor of international law at the Uni- 
versity of Brussels, has published a pam- 
phiet on “International Judicature.” which 
is a valuable contribution to the literature 
of judicial settlement of international] dis- 

putes. 
The Hague conference in 1907 made con- 
siderable progress in the direction of a 
world peace. It established the principles 
of good officer and ngdiation, of interna- 
tional commissions of Inquiry and of a per- 
manent court of arbitration. It did not suc-- 
ceed in definitely establishing an interna- 
tional prize court and a court of arbitral 
justice. But although these two last-named 
institutions have not yet come into being, 
the fact tliat the states have signed the 
conventions relating to them measurably 
obligates the states to set up judieial tribu- 


nals of a more permanent and technical 


character than those now in existence. 

International judicature differentiates de- 
tween: : 

fa.) Amfecable jurisdiction, contenting 
itself with giving advice and aiming to set- 
tle disputes by friendly intervention. 7 

(b.) Arbitral jurisdiction, which is op- 
tional and to enter upon which the consent 
of the parties in interest must first be se- 
cured, and 

(c.) Contentious jurisdiction. appearance 
before which is compulsory and which is 
bound to base its decisions on the law. 

“Manifestly,” says Senator La Fontaine, 
“go0d offices, mediation and commissions of 
inquiry are different forms of amicable ad- 
justment, and, on the other hand, the inter- 
national prize court and the court of ar- 
bitral justice are essentially contentious 
jurisdictions.” 

The conclusion to which Senator La Fon- 
taine comes is that “it is necessary to or- 
ganize a single original jurisdiction, com- 
posed of a number of judges sufficient to 
divide among themselves according to their 
special aptitudes the cases which may come 
before them for judgment.” Such a juris- 
diction would vindicate itself as the highest 
expression of human justice, and by reason 
of the fact that it would be composed of the 
elite of the jurists of the entire world it 
would inspire a confidence and a respect 
which could never be accorded to multiple 
judicial organizations, the need for and com- 
plexity of which people would fail to un- 
derstand. 

In the selection of the judges of this court 

each nation should have an equal voice, 
both in nomination and election. 
The last and most important question to 
be considered is wuether recourse to am. 
cable arbitral and judicial international 
courte should be made obligatory. In 1997 
the adoption by the Hague tribunal of a 
convention of oblicatory arbitration falled. 
in consecuence of the oppos'tion of a few 
states. If it had been adonted it might have 
prevented the loss of millions of lives and 
thousands of millions of treasure. 

Senator Le Forta'ne savs: 

“All the projects drafted lately by the nu- 
merous wnofficial groups who have taken up 
the subject contain a provision which im- 
poses an obligation on nations to have re- 
course to some form of tneniry, conciliation 
or adjudication. These projects contemplate, 
without actually defining them, some coer- 
citive method for making such an obligation 
effective. Before bringing to bear any pres- 
sure, whether diplomatic, econom'c or mi- 


itary, there should be recourse to moral |

Foreign-born men and women const! 
tute 14.7 per cent. of the total population 
of the United States. There were perma- 
pently dwelling in this country in 1910, 
3,388,186 natives of Great Britain; 2,501,181 
Germans; 1,670,824 Austro-Hungarians; 
1,602,752 Russian; 1,343,070 Italians, and 
502,319 Frenchmen. The allies are repre- 
sented by 6,836,327 people, the central pow- 
ers by 4,172,005 people, and all the rest of 
Europe by 1,979,129 people. 
If the European war were the product of 


i-racial, or religious, or caste, or political ant 


mosities these might be expected to man- 
fest themselves here in various ways, at 
least among foreigners who had not ab- 
jured their allegiance to their native land 
and had not therefore taken upon them- 
selves the obligations of neutrality. Hut 
Germans have not wrecked French restau- 
rants. nor Englishmen spilled the contents 
of German lager beer kegs, nor Austrians 
attacked Russian colonies. And if three 
brass bands in as many corners of the 
plaza were to start playing “The Watch on 
the Rhine,” the “Marsetllaise” hymn, or “It’s 
a Long, Long Way to Tipperary,” each would 
attract its own audience and nobody would 
interfere with anybody else. 

This is because the foreign-born men 
and women who have had the intelligence 
and the energy to leave their native land 
to make a home among us have left the 
antagonisms of Europe behind them and 
generally do not know and to an extent do 
not care what their countrymen are fighting 
about. 

The hyphenated Americans who violate 
their oaths and disregard their obligations 
as American citizens by plotting to blow 
up American munition factories and convey- 
ing secret information to any of the parties 
to the European conflict are few in number 
as compared with the great body of their 
countrymen, and generally they work in the 
dark. 


In not knowing what Europe is fighting. 


about and not. being able to understand 
either what daused the war or what either 
side purposes to achieve by it, the people 
of America and the neonle of Furope are 
on an equality of ignorance with the sol- 
diers of the Roman empire, who, when 
asked why they desolated Africa or invaded 
Gaul, replied that “they knew not, save 
that it was the will of Caesar.” 

Wars have often been inconclusive of 
anything. Such was the case with our war 
with Great Britain in 1812. She had im- 
pressed our seamen, occupied our western 
posts and harassed our commerce—as she 
is doing now—with paper blockades and un- 
warranted “orders in council.” aselgnine, as 
she now assigns, as a reason for her action 
that Britain’s necessity and not the law of 
nations should control her actions. 


Henry Clay, on his accession to the Sen- 
ate, met these assumptions of England with 
a fiery speech in which he declared that 
“Great Britain should relinquish her sov- 
ereignty over any and all parts of this con- 
tinent; that our citizen soldiers should cross 
the frontier at Niagara and Plattsburs, 
march down the St. Lawrence to Quebec, 
brushing aside the Canadians and the few 
soldiers which, in the agony of her conflict 
with Napoleon, Great Britain could then 
send to Canada, and at Quebec should 
dictate a peace which would forever dis- 
pose of any pretensions of Great Britain to 
exercise authority on this continent.” 

Henry Clay’s programme was not carried 
out. When, a few years later. he signed 
the treaty of Ghent, none of the things for 
which we went to war was mentioned in 
the treaty. It was simply a treaty to quit 
fighting. But although Britain did not agree 
to evacuate our posts, she did evacuate 
them forthwith; although she did not prom- 


ise to cease impressing our seamen, she ‘id 


cease doing so; although she did not agree 
to discontinue the issuance of orders n 
council designed to destroy our foreian 
commerce, she did*discontinue their issu- 
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may again abandon it.

FN extraordinary number of horses 
exported the past year naturally leads 
to the query, “What shall we do for 

horses?” There are several angles in the 

situation not apparent to the casual ob- 


answer can be made. 
Market horses are subject to supply and 
demand, the same as other market com- 


a large extent, demanded makes the draught 
of so many thousand head from our supply 
serious than would at fifst appear. 
as the cavairy mounts, known to 
the trade as “riders,” are concerned, it is 
doubtful if the surplus has yet been over- 
dra ven should our supply of this class 
practically exhausted the situation would 
be ominous since horses of this sort are 
a drug on the market in normal times. 
Such a surplus would not now be available 
had. we not persisted in breeding conimon 
road horses in open defiance of the mar- 
discrimination inst “light stuff.” 
Horses are usually ght on specific or- 
ders so that there is practically no outlet 
for the misfits which do not come up to the 
buyer’s specifications, as is the case of cat- 
tle, sheep and hogs, for all of which, no 
matter how inferior, there are consumers. 
Accumulation of an unmarketable ‘surplus 
was inevitable under these circumstances. 
In the prevailing spirit of preparedness, 
however, one may reasonably ask if some 
contingency may not arise through which 
the loss of so many horses from our avail- 
able supply would become a serious handl- 
cap. Possibly so, but we should not lose 
sight of the fact that the horses which have 
gone abroad have cost so much more. than 
their original purchase price by the time 


they were put down at the front that it has 


been necessary to buy at a very low figure 
in order not to make the ultimate cost 
prohibitive, Add to the price for horses in 
the Middle or Far West the transportation 
charges to the seaboard and then across, 
deducting from the number landed those 
lost from disease, exposure and neglect, 
and the cost price per head of those horses 
which actually see service is found to be 
extremely high. Hence buyers are limited 
to a comparatively low purchase price. 
For purpose of our defense, at least, much 
of the expense of transportation as well as 
the loss need not be entailed, so that our 
Quartermaster’s Department could pay a 
much higher price per horse and yet have 
them cost less at the time they go into com- 
mission than foreign governments have ex- 
pended. The class of horses that might be 
had for the higher price are still available, 
although their number has never been con- 
sidered adequate by our remount officers. 
However, the foreign army buyers have 


of a business type which could probably not 
be had, many of them, at the price allowed 
except in a time of business depression, 
with its consequent reduction in the number 
of horses required, as at present. While 
their loss will no doubt be felt in an eco- 
nomic as well as a business way the fact 


future supply. 

Without the army demand business 
horses would have found a dull market this 
‘year, with a resultant reduction in the 
number of mares bred the coming season. 
Since the marketing of a horse must be 
anticipated by at least four or five years. 
the restoration of a normal supply takes 
longer than in the case of other morket 
an'mals—<cattle. sheeh and hogs. A _ short 
crop one year might make itself felt at fust 
the time when the colts of that “year were 
required for service | 

We have, the resources in this covntry 
from which to produce an almost tnexhaust- 
ible supply of horses of any type. What 
we need more than anything else is a dis- 
position on the part of our farmers to raise 
They cannot be expected to 
do that which they do not think can be made 
to pay, but many farmers this year have 
cashed in on horses. The prices paid by 


a generous profit over cost of production, 
but the removal of a depressing surplus of 
unmarketable horses and the supplementing 
of trade rendered dull by unusual business 
conditions should pave the way for a pros- 
perous era in horse breeding that will sat- 
isfactorily answer the question, “What shall 
we do for horses?”

SHOWS CAMP'’S 
RAPID GROWTH. 


Much Activity in Building in 
New District. 


Work in Mines is Steadily 
Progressing. 
Tom Reed Winze Gets Good 
Values in Ore. 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE. ] 
OATMAN (Ariz.)—No more strik- 
ing concrete evidence of the growth 
of the mining boom here can be 
found than the rapidity with which 
the district is building up. Further- 
more the progress in this line indi- 
cates, in no uncertain manner, the 
Delief of the people generally in the 
stability of the camp’s future. 

There are seven large buildings in 
process of erection in the heart of the 
town. and a number of smaller ones, 
besides seventy-five to one hundred of 
the typical mining-town homes. 

There are six townsites, scattered 
over an area of two square miles. The 
latest is known as the “City of Oat- 
man and comprises twenty-four 
. atres, located a hort distance from 
the center of the town. The other 
townsites are building up rapidly, 
thirty-five homes and business estab- 
liehments are in course of construc- 
tion at the Oldtrailse townsite, one 
mile from Oatman, Over 200 business 
places and residences have been 
erected in this section during 


townsite, close in to town, 
large business establishments are ‘in 
the course of construction. 
“Live-wire’ real estate men are 
fidcking here from all directions. The 
believers in “big signs’ are working 
overtime. The swing of the hammer 
end the buzz of the saw goes merrily 
oh. There is no holiday. 
Accomodations have been 
improved. A few months ago the 
strangers in town found it difficult to 
find places to sleep. Today there are 
beds for all. Where several months 
azo there was but one restaurant, 
today there are ten. Three months 
go people in Oatman were worry- 
img about a place to keep their 
money, and now Oatman has four 
banks. 
There is no let-up in new arrivals. 
Fifteen stages come in daily from 
Needles, while from Kingman nine 
etages per day make trips. Express 
companies are doing a land office busi- 
mess, four auto trucks traversing the 
33 Oatman to Kingman daily. 
postofiice situation is in a very 
bad way. An average of thirty-five 
bags of mall arrives here daily. On 
Mondays fully sixty bags of mail come 
im, and the mall increases with each 
succeeding day. The business men of 
Oatman have a plan under way 
whereby a new postoffice may be built. 
Appeal has been made to the govern- 
ment to improve the situation, and 


the representatives from this district, 


are using every effort to ald the move- 
ment. 


In the mining field, development 
work is being pushed with all pos- 
Able speed. The latest notable hap- 
pening was the opening up of a new 
dien vein in the deepest workings of 
the Tom mine. 

WINZE HITS RICH STUFF. 

At 1176 feet on the third level in 
the winze, northwest from the main 
shaft, the vein was cut and the values 
secured average from $325 to $40.

Although the men are paid 
$4 per day there has been a rush 
to other districts, notably to the tung- 
sten claims in the vicinity of Atolia, 
where many miners are leasing prop- 
erties and earning large sums. The 
Skidoo management has arranged for 
winter activities, and has completely 
housed its cyanide plant, insulating 
it with paper. Operations have 
ceased for the winter at the Bishop 
Creek mine, near Bishop. While a 
fair tonnage was milled during the 
summer the gold extraction by the cy- 
anied process was not satisfactory, 
and it ts probable the flotation 
method will be tried next spring. A 
fair tonnage of good ore is to be 
exposed in the upper levels.

CRACKED SEWERS. 

Chief Inspector A. N. Milner of the 
Board of Public Works has filed a 
final report on the new sewer system 
which has caused a sensation, not only 
in officialdom, but among citizens gen- 
erally.

IMPERIAL FARMS 
BIG PRODUCERS. 


Twenty Millions Annually to 
: be the Output. 


Exceptional Profits Reported 
from All Sections. 


Agricultural Assembly has 
Remarkable Session. 


(LOCAL CORRESPONDENCE. 

BRAWLEY, Dec. 19.—The leader- 
ship of the Imperial Valley as the 
wealthiest crop-producing county in 
the United States was foreshadowed 
in the Agricultural Assembly yester- 
day. 4 

Its farms produce already $16,000,- 
000 in farm products, and increased 
Plantings assure that inside of two 
vears Imperial county will have bet- 
ter than $20,000,000 yearly produc- 
tion, the present record. The great- 
est increase is in cotton. Much of 
the planting will be on new land and 
the increase in it will be over $3,000,- 
doe in value at the present market. 

R. E. Wills, director-general of the 
assembiv. today declared that the as- 
sembly marked an epoch in the farm- 
ing progress in the county. It gen- 
erated a spirit of optimism and a de- 
Sire to attain a maximum of results 
from the Imperial Valley, he said. 
The ranchers attending were eager 
for the information. 

When the matter of securing a 
eounty farm adviser under the co- 
Operative arrangement between the 
university and the Department of 
Agricultural came up 80 per cent. of 
the necessary signatures and mem- 
bership dues for a preliminary farm 
bureau were obtained. 

By a unanimous vote the farmers 
decided to perpetuate the assembly | 
and announcement was made today: 
by Walter E. Packard, director of 
programme and leading spirit in the 
erganization of the assembly, that 
tentative arrangements had already 
been made for a series of all-day con- 
ventions in twelve districts of the 
county. 

RANCHMEN GIVE TALKS. 

More than thirty of the most suc- 
cessful ranchers of the valley gave 
talks and besides there were the fol- 
lowing authorities from outside: Dean 
Hunt, Dr. Gilmore, Dr. Hayes, Profs. 
True, Thompson and Crocheron and 
Miss Clark from the university; M. | 
V. Hartranft, Luther G. Brown and 
. O. Wallschineger from Los An- 
geles; B. J. Cutter, president of the 
California Fruit Exchange, from Sac- 
ramento; Tom Elliott, industrial agent 
ef Wells-Fargo & Co., from San 
Francisco; Bruce Drummond, date 
expert from Indio; E. W Hudson, 
from the Bard Experiment Farm. 

Among the resolutions adopted 
were the following: Indorsing rural 
credits: a bond issue for county high- 
ways; protection of water rights, and 
one urging a treaty with Mexico, 
making territory traversed by canals 
as neutral. 

Argyle McLachlan, president of the 
Imperial Valley Long Staple Cotton 
Growers’ Association, predicted that 
a bale and a half per acre is possibile 
in the Imperial Valley. The returns 
oh a bale and a half will double the 
net returns on a bale per acre, he 
said. 

Stories of unusual profits are many. 
In the course of a paper on 
culture. E. H. Erickson of Brawley 
presented figures showing that he had 
averaged $250 per acre net for a 
period of eight years from his g: 
not counting the revenue from local | 
sales, which he added would more 
than pay for the care of the vineyard. 

The most amazing profit recorded 
was that of Lou Farnsworth, former 
superintendent of Water Compary No. 
1. From 108 grapefruit trees he has 
already picked a carload, which 
brought $1251.25. 

“I have yet, practically ready for 
shipment, another car which is sold 
for the same amount,” he said. 

VALUE OF TREES. 

The trees occupy little over an acre. 
The land is worth probably $160 per 
acre. The 108 trees produced fruit 
which sold for $2500. The care of 
the grove orth estimates as 
$50 per acre. 

“We have this decided advantage 
in grapefruit culture over other Call- 
fornia fruit districts,” Farnsworth 
said. “First, we produce a superior 
quality; second, our fruit is ripe and 
ready for market before there is any 
danger of frost, and third, there is 
no pest which causes us to spend 
large amounts of money in spraying, 
fumigating and so on.” 

Before the truck-crops’ section, 
George V. Rude, superintendent of 
the McPherrin ranch at Imperial, de- 
clared that asparagus in the Imperial 
Valley could be delivered from field 
to car for 45 cents a packed crate 
and the crate will bring from $2 to 
$20 in the Chicago market. Asparagus 
culture is a $35,000 industry in the 
valley.
